serious  bottle-neck  in  the  development  of  the  medical 
services  in  Sarawak.

Considerable 
progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  recruitment  and 
training  of  another  type  of  auxiliary  medical  personnel,  male 
and  female,  -hese  young  people  recruited  from  the  extreme 
hinterland  and  having  little  or  no  education  are  brought  into 
Kuching  and  there  given  elementary  training  for  a  year  or  more 
before  returning  to  their  own  villages  to  act  to  the  best  of 
their  ability  as  agents  of  modem  medicine.  Six  such  young 
men  have  completed  their  training  and  returned  to  their 
villages  and  six  more  were  in  training  at  the  end  of  the  year.

5.  Maintaining  the  balance  between  urban  and  rural 

medical  services  lias  been  another  of  the  problems  during 
the  year.  The  necessity  to  provide  a  reasonably  good 
general  hospital  service  in  the  main  towns  is  inescapable, 
yet  one  doctor  working  in  the  country-side  of  Sarawak  can  do 
much  mom  to  save  life  and  improve  health  than  the  same  man 
can  in  a  big  hospital.  So  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
press  on  with  the  rural  work  while  keeping,  as  far  as  possible, 
reasonable  facilities  in  the  towns,  -he  tendency  in  the 
country-side  lias  been  towards  mass  campaigns  and  it  appears 
that  we  are  gradually  moving  away  from  the  old  travelling 
dispensary  idea  although  travelling  dispensaries  still  have 
a  very  important  place  in  the  medical  services  of  this  country, 
and  ways  and  means  are  being  studied  to  improve  them.  A  typical 
travelling  dispensary  is  a  locally  built  long-boat  powered 
with  an  outboard  motor  although  a  few  have  inboard  diesels. 

It  travels  away  from  its  base  on  a  schedule  which  is  supposed 
to  be  regular  but  for  a  multitude  of  reasons  is  rarely  kept 
exactly,  xhere  has  been  a  lot  of  mechanical  trouble  during 
the  year  with  engines  and  hulls,  but  22  new  outboard  motors 
were  provided  and  those  nay  lessen  future  interruptions  of 
the  services.

Investigations  were  also  made  into  the  possibility 
of  a  different  type  of  ball  and  a  small  trial  was  made  in 
one  place  of  an  experimental  hull  made  of  ply-wood  which 
seems  to  promise  well.  Although  these  travelling  dispensaries 
will  continue  to  run,  it  is  hoped,  for  many  years,  more 
emphasis  will  undoubtedly  be  placed  on  mass  campaigns  and 
during  the  year  under  review,  in  addition  to  the  big  anti- 
malaria  programme  which  will  be  mentioned  later,  three  mass 
campaigns  were  conducted  against  yaws.

health  was  the  progress  in  maternity  and  child  welfare. 

The  midwifery  training  programme  went  ahead  very  well  in¬ 
deed  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  very  many 
mid  wives  in  training  including  seven  girls  from  the  interior. 
Some  statistical  research  towards  the  year  end  disclosed 
the  surprising  fact  that  in  K  ching  90%  of  all  births  are 
attended  by  the  Government  Medical  Department,  either  in 
hospital  or  through  the  domiciliary  midwifery  scheme. 

There  are  now  seven  clinics  in  Kuching  and  inrpSibu,  as 
well  as  many  others  throughout  the  country,  -lie  following 
figures  for  the  numbers  of  birth  attended  in  Kuching  during 
the  years  1932,  53,  54  and  55  respectively  indicate  how 
this  move  lias  expanded  during  that  time  1197;  1668;

9.  This  work  was  assisted  by  the  free  issue  to  mothers

work  do  not  fairly  reflect  the  value  of  what  he  ha 


done  which  has  been  to  a  large  extent  exploratory,  but  in 
Sarawak  alone  he  saw  nearly  3000  patients  and  performed 
over  350  operations.  The  largest  single  cause  of  admission 
to  hospital  was  trachoma  with  cataract  a  close  second.  This 
confirms  what  had  long  been  suspected  that  trachoma  is 
exceedingly  common  in  Sarawak,  It  may  confidently  be  hoped 
that  some  day  mass  campaigns  such  as  those  now  being  carried 
out  against  malaria  and  yaws  will  be  possible,  so  that  this 
disease  can  be  controlled,  if  not  eradicated,  from  Sarawak.
